‘Marie Antoinette, has attacked the 


new owners of the noted bauble. Mrs. 
Evelyn W. McLean, daughter of the 
late Thomas F. Walsh, multi-milltion- 
aire mine owner of Colorado, and her 
husband, Edward B. McLean, son of 
McLean of Washington and 
0, 

The first evidence to reach its pres- 
ent owners of the unpleasant notoriety, 
which is said to radiate from the ex- 
quisitely carved gem, is shown in a 
suit filed in the District of Columbia 
Court today by L. J. and P. C. Cartier 
of New York and Paris to recover the 
sale price ofthe stone from Mr. and 
Mrs. McLean, who recently purchased 
it from them. 

The McLeans bought the diamond on 
January 28. The sale price was an- 
nounced as $180,000. Of this amount 
valued at $26,000, in part payment and 
the remainder was to be paid in equal 
Cartier Bros. accepted an emerald, 
installments. 

Cartier Bros. claim that the de- 
fendants not only failed to pay the 
stipulated price at the agreed dates, 
but that the emerald was never turned 
over to them. , 

Mr. McLean could not be located to-

formation that he had never intended 
to keep the jewel and that on several 
occasions he offered to return it to the 
jewelers.

MILITIA OFFICERS TO BE INVITED 


TO TAKE PART IN THE MANEUVERS. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


ASHINGTON, March 8&.—Militia 
W oscers of all States will be in- 

vited to participate in the opera- 
tions of the army at San Antonio, 
Tex. This announcement was mafle by 
the War Department tonight and was 
couplei with the statement that the 
invitation would be extended with a 
view to giving the officers of the Na- 
tional Guard practical fleld experience. 

There are about 8000 of these of- 
ficers, but as the acceptance of the in- 
Vitation is. to be optional, it cannot 
be foretold,.how many will avail them- 
selves ofthe opportunity to participate. 

The announcement gave rise to fur- 
ther speculation in Washington in con- 
nection with the unprecedented move- 
ment of the troops. A dearth of of- 
ficers in the army and the fact that 
the War Department has been knock- 
ing at the doors of Congress for ad. 
ditional officers gave ground for con- 
jecture that the real purpose of the 
invitation was to use the National 
Guard officers to command regular 
troops. 

The need of the army for officers 
lent color to this version, Congress at 
the last session passed a bill author- 
izing 230 additional! officers. 

The War Department is now arrang- 


ing to examine officers for promotion 
under this law. It is believed the quota 
will fall short of the necessary official 
personnel of the army under its pres- 
ent campaign. 

The War Department gave emphatic 
denial to the suggestiom that militia 
officers would be used to fill vacancies 
in command and reiterated the state- 
ment that the assembling of the Na- 
tional Guard officers would merely be 
for the purpose of instruction. 

Three aeroplanes of standard type, 
it was made known tonight, will be 
purchased and rushed to the front for 
service with the troops. This carries 
out of the idea of the directors of the 
present campaign to equip the army as 
a modern organization, apace with all 
advancements of military science, 

These machines will be fitted with 
wireless telegraph instruments and 
will operate with the cavalry in re- 
connaissance. It is said the situation 
would present a splendid opportunity 
for a fair trial of aeropianes for war 
purposes. 

Congress at the last session appro- 
priated $125,000 for aeronautics in the 
army and made $25,000 of this amount 
immediately available. This will enable 
the department to buy the machines, 
according to official explanation, in 
Southern California and Texas.

SEVERE RAIN THERE FOR SIXTY- 
THREE HOURS, 
Streets Flooded and Houses in 
Numerous Instances Carried Away. 
Two Million Dollars, According to 
Estimates, Lost by Tillable Soil 
Washed Away From Ranches.

OCEANO, March 8.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] For the last sixty-three hours 
visited by the severest rain known to 
the oldest white inhabitants, Arroyo 
Grande has suffered severely by flood. 
Streets are flooded and houses have in 
numerous cases been washed away. 
Electric lights have been put out. Five 
bridges are gone, leaving only one on 
the entire stream, the one at Arroyo 
Grande. 

The Pacific Coast Railway looses 464 
feet of straight track south of the 
bridge gone out at Arroyo Grande. 
Many farm houses and much city prop- 
erty adjoining the stream has been 
washed away. 

Up to tonight three bodies have been 
ne Sg A number of persons are mis- 
sing. 

There has, according to estimates, 
been $2,000,000 worth of damage by til- 
lable soil being washed away from 
ranches. At Oceano there has been no 
damage to buildings, but the coun-

SANTA BARBARA, March 8.—[Ex- 


clusive Dispatch.] By a semi-cloud- 
burst in Santa Ynez Valley early this 


morning, Los Alamos Creek burst its 
banks and rushed down the streets 
of the little town of that name carry- 
ing several small houses with it and 
causing havoc with the recently paved 
streets. 

An alarm was sounded but: nothing 
could stop the now swollen river in its 
flight. For hours there were from 
three to four feet of water all over the 
town and streets were damaged to a 
great extent. Farther down on its 
wild flight the creek again left its 
banks and cut away over three hun- 
dred acres of rich farming land, caus- 
ing a loss estimated at $40,000. In an- 
other place seventy-five acres were 
swept away by the swift stream and 
an additional loss of $10,000 was ex- 
perienced. 


is dying. The young lambs cannot 
stand the continued wet weather. 
On one ranch alone it is estimated 
that seven hundred have died in the 
last week. Although it is not possible 
for all of the ranchmen to inspect 
their stock it is believed that the loss 
of roads, bridges. and land will dwindle 
in comparison to the loss of stock. 
Fifteen wagon and narrow gauge rail- 
road bridges are out between Los 
Alamos and Cosmation. There will 
be no trains on this ratiroad for at 
least a month. 

The Santa Ynez Mission was practic- 
ally washed away, the tower and 
arches being carried away by the 
floods, and the chapel and Father 
Bulkley's apartments alone are stand- 


It is estimated that the damage wfil 
total $200,000 from the floods yester- 
day and last night in this county at 
Santa Maria, Lompoc, Santa Ynez, Los 
Olivos, Gaviota, Carey, Las Cruces and 
Los Alamos. In the Lompoc Valley 
great acreages are ruined by washouts. 
The crop loss is heavy. In that section 
travel is accomplished -by means of 
small boats and many are prepared to 
move their household effects to places 
of safety. 

The Santa Maria River overflowed its 
banks, doing damage to streets and 
buildings in Santa Maria. The narrow 
gauge railroad to Los Olivos is almost 
destroved, while that to San Luis Obis- 
po suffered from washouts.

SAN FRANCISCO DREDGING MAN'S 
PROPOSAL. 


_- 


Would Bring Streets Up to the 
Established Los \ngeles Grades at 
a Cost of Eight Cents per Cubic 
Yard—Excavation Begins for. Sys- 
tem of Sewers for Drainage. 


WILMINGTON, March 8—To al 
their property to the high gTudes es- 
tablished by the city of Los Angeles at 
& cost of eight cents per cubic yard 
is the proposition gubmitted to the 
people of Wilmington by R. A. Perry, 
president of the Standard American 
Dredging Company. He came here 
from San Francisco, in response to a 
telegram trom the Chamber of Com- 
merce announcing that it is the desire 
of the property owners to secure the 
soil which his company is now taking 
from the east channel under contract. 
with the government. 

The price asked by Mr. Perry is con- 
siderably higher than had been ex- 
pected, but after a long consultation 
with him at a special meeting of the 
directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
today it was concluded that the fig- 
ures quoted are not only much lower 
than in other sections, but more favor- 
able to the property owners than can 
ever be hoped for at any time in the 
future. The reason for this is that the 
dredger is now working along the side 
of the channel nearest the section of 
the town that is to be filled and future 
contracts with the goverfiment will be 
farther away, thus making it. neces- 
sary to deliver the soil from a greater 
distance. 

It is the plan of the property owners 
at present to have filled that section 
of the city between Canal and Brent 
streets and north of the Southerh Pa- 
cific right of way as far as Sixth street. 
In this area there is approximately §$1,- 
000,000 worth df property that must re- 
main unserviceable until brought up 
to grade. The average depth of the fill 
will be a trifle over four feet, although 
in several places as much as eight feet 
will be necessary.

FIRST HUSBAND SUES FOR AL- 
LEGED ALINEATION. 


Testimony Shows Wife Leaves 
Phillips and After Securing Reno 
Divorce Marrics Pollard—Former 


The action brought by James E. 
Phillips of Alhambra, to recover §$25,- 
000 from William Polla manager of 
an orange nursery nedr that city, for 
the alleged alienation of the affections 
of his wife, was on trial in Judge Hut- 
ton's court yesterday. It was ot con- 
cluded. ) 


One of the features was that the 


woman was divorced from Phillips at 
Reno, on October 22, 1919, and mar- 
ried the defendant in the action. 

During the progress of the trial, 
Donald Phillips was called as a wit- 
ness. As his name was pronounced 
by the clerk, Mrs. Pollard burst into 
tears. In his childish innocence the 
boy said that his father had told him 
what to say. He afterward qualified 
this by deciaring that his father only 
wanted him to tell the truth. The boy 
was excused. 

The couple were married in Michi- 
gan in 1886. The evidence showed that 
Mrs. Phillips had left her husband in 
1968, and some time afterward went 
to Reno, where she sectired a legal 
residence for divorce purposes. The 
action against her husband was filed 
May 5, 1910, and the decree was al- 
lowed June 21. 

The answer of Pollard set out a 
general denial of the charges that he 
had stolen the affections of the wom- 
an. It alleged that during the years 
that she had lived with Phillips, he 
had treated her more as a servant 
than as a spouse, and that she was 
compelled to leave him out of a sense 
of self-respect. 

Phillips -acknowledged before the 
marriage he had sent her money while 
she was in Reno, and had taken her 
on auto rides. . 

The examination of the wife, which 
was not concluded, was concerning 
the alleged mistreatment by Phillips.

We have no warm gulf stream to 
temper our coast, because nature knew 
that the real estate agents and Frank 
Wiggins would generate enough ‘hot 
air’ to supply this deficiency. It would 
be a reflection upon your intelligence 
for me to enlarge upon the splendid 
industries of the State. You know too 
well its mining and agriculture, its 
capitalized climate, its splendid valleys 
and plains, that under the touch of wa- 
ter and the smile of the sun, will 
rivait the South in its production of 
cotton and produce anything in the 
world, from sugar beets to dead beats, 
and while we are proud of Luther 
Burbank, we don’t want all of our 
flowers biended into the poppy, nor all 
of our fruits into the lemon, for while 
we believe in unity, but not uniform- 
ity, we do not want to see our great 
State divided. [Laughter.] 

“IL might speak to you of the big 
trees, from so small a seed the Sequoia 
gigantea, as embiematic of the future 
of the Naval League, and teil you as 
Join Muir says that ‘never has he seen 
a big tree that died a natural! death.’ 
One never dies out here in California, 
we are simply 80 or 90 years young, 
and then we volatilize in the hot air 
and those that knew us ow us no 
more. I might tell you of the flora 
and fauna of the State, but I dare not 
even begin with the flora, for as beau- 
tiful afe our natural flowers, I am 
overwhelmed by the beauty of the 
human flowers. The ladies, God bless 
them, tay they always have the right 
to vote.anhd may they always vote 
right, le., according to the Virginia 
Democracy. [Laughter and  cheers.] 
We have the golden metal beneath the 
groundiand the golden fruit above the 
ground, the orange that buds and blos- 
soms and bears all at the same time, 
coven of our glorious womanhood, 
wife and mother, yet very sensitive to 
the chilling frost and neglect. We 
may weil believe that the original ap- 
ple in the garden of Eden was an or- 
ange and that in spite of woman be- 
ing a ‘side issue’ when paradise was 
lost, here in Southern California, she 
is making for us a ‘paradise regained.’ 

‘In conclusion permit me to say that 
we are &@ representative gathering here 
tonight, from all over this splendid 
land, our real wealth is not in armies 
or navies, not in gold nor power, but 
in our manhood and womanhood. 
America is the chosen land of God; the 
Moses of the nations lead the world 


Zo the promised land of peace, and the 


City of the Angels bids you welcome 
to California. You are more than our 
guests, you are our friends. Do you 
call this sentiment? Then I thank God 
it is sentiment. For take sentiment 
out of literature and you have a bald 
materialism; ont of art apd you have 
a vulgar nudity; out of religion, and 
nothing is left. Sentiment is the per- 
fume of the soul, the incense of the 
heart sending back its sacrifice of love 
to the God who lighted its fires. As 
long as Boreas beats the hoarse re- 
sounding shore, as long as the Sierras 
shine upon the golden gate of the City 
of the Angels, as long as liberty is 
lisped upon our children’s lips, so long 
stand for the brother- 
ood of man, and the 
fatherhood of 
“THE PACIFIC COAST.” 
Responding to the toast, “The Pacific 
Coast, a Unit,” Attorney Henry W. 
O'Melveny spoke eloquently in favor of 
the doctrine of peace through prepared- 
ness for war. He reviewed the lesson 
of nations in securing that hard- 
bougitt knowledge and showed how it 
is of primary importance that it should 
be early learned by the Pacific Coast. 
“The oft-quoted prophecy of Seward, 
that the Pacific Ocean was destined to 
become the theater of the world’s! 
greatest activities, is rapidly approach- 
ing fulfillment,” he said. “The acquisi- 
tion of Hawaii and the Philippines by 


the United: States, the industrial de-}- 


velopment of Japan, the awakening of 
Chica, and particularly the completion 
of the Panama Canal, are the steps 
preparing the way for future activity. 
The early completion of the canal will 
revolutionize the ca ng trade of ‘the 
Pacific. The. anticipat increase of 
American commerce will be a natural 


result. All these elements simply mul- | 


re aoe the chances for international con- 
Ct. 

“There ig no question but that wars 
should cease. There is no doubt but 
that the enlightened public opinion of 
all nations is working to that end. 
The cost of armaments and military es- 
tablishments impose heavy burdens on 
the people. The cost of war continues 
those burdens upon posterity. The 
horrors of war, the sacrifice of prop- 
erty and of human life should be relics 
of barbarous ages. I think public-opin- 
ion will reach President Taft's ad- 
vanced position, that all questions in- 
cluding questions of honor can be safe- 
ly left to the judgment of an inter- 
national court. 

“Nations are but the aggregation of 


Pindividuals and if individuals can sub- 
mit their difference to courts of jus- 
tice there is no reason why nations 


cannot adjust theirs through arbitra- 
tion. All honor should be given to Mr. 
Carnegie for his gift to the cause of 
international peace. But the millenium 
has not yet come. Human nature 
changes very slowly even if ethical 
ideas advance. Men are governed by 
their passions and not by their intei- 
ligence: The time is not hére yet when 
war or the fear of war has vanished 
from off the earth. Just as true as it’ 
is that a cessation of war is to be de- 
sired, it is just so true that that time 
has not yet come. He who indulges 
in the assumption that there will be 
no more wars is living in a fool’s para- 
dise. Each nation continues its policy 
of increasing its navy and maintain- 
ing its army. Each nation studies and 
experiments in increased efficiency of 
armor, guns, explosives and all the 
instruments of war. This does not 
look like international peace. 

“Assuming that wars will be, there 
is nothing in our situati to indicate 
that we would absolutely escape. We 
may have wars forced upon us. It is 
not in consonance with the traditions 
of this country that we should seek 
war, but if home or country are at- 
tacked we must defend. Nor can one 
tell when it will come, for history is 
replete with examples of its sudden- 
ness. There will be no such thing as 
the courtesy of an extended notice, but» 
swift as a battle fleet can carry the 
message it will be brought. . 

“The fact that we upon this Pacific 
Coast face the shore line forecasts that 
the navy will bear the brunt of our 
defense. If our Congress were wise it 
could put at rest forever every feel- 
ing of apprehension, by creating 4 
navy so superior to that of any nation 
from whom we might fear attack that 
no attack would ever be made. 

“Knowledge of the fact that we are 
prepared for war will prevent war. We 
can stand the loss of property, for na- 
ture is merciful and the grass and 
grain grow over battlefields; we c&? |

Cheap Traveling in America. 

An American touring in Europe kept a 
careful account of his railway expenses. He 
covered 2154 miles in eleven journeys vary- 
ing in length from 38 to 497 miles. The to- 
tal fare paid: was $76.55 and the charges for 
baggage-carrying were $19.42, or $95.57 in 
all. This figures close to,41-2 cents per 
mile. Coming home, these expenses were 
compared with those of eleven railway trips 
in the United States, varying from 40 wo 4th 
miles, the total distance being 2211 mifes. 
The costs were \$62,90, including those for 
parlor cat seats and.excess baggage. The 
rate per mile was a little more than 2.8 
cents. This would make European railway 
travel more than 55 peg cent, more expen- 
sive than that in America. One by one the 
beliefs that Europe is a vastly cheaper place 
to live in and moye about in than the United 
States are being dissipated by cold facts. .

The French military and colonial author? 
ties are evolving a great scheme of wireless 
telegraphy, the object of -which is to link up 
across the desert the West African posses- 
sions with the great colony of Algeria and 
thus bring them into direct communication 
It was at urst feared that the 


would interfere with the propagation of the 
Hertzian waves. 

Experiments, Mwever, which have been 
recently carried out at El Biod, Krebaza, 
Mecheria and Colomb Bechar prove conclu- 
sively that such is not the case, for, not- 
withstanding that the apparai.: was of the 
most rudimentary character, it was found 
possible to receive not only the signals 
agreed upon trom the post at Forte de Q 
L/ Eau, near Algiers, but even communica- 
tiyns emanating from certain English and 
great transatlantic stations. These expert- 


ments will now be continued at Elgolea and 
further south, but there seems no reason 


to doubt that in the near future the most 
distant posts occupied by the French in 
eentral Africa will be connected by wireless 
telegraphy. 

This scheme, though it will precede, will 
nevertheless not supercede, the older project 
of a transsaharan telegraph line from Alge- 
ria to West Africa, which has already been 
partly surveyed, but which, from the fact 
that it will have to be carried over 1200 
miles of desert, will be a long and difficult 
operation. 

Hygieia, the circular of the International 
Hygienic Exhibition, which is to be held in 
Dresden next year, states that vaccination 
or inoculation, which is comngonly regarded 
as a triumph of modern medical science, has 
long been practiced by the civilized races of 
Asia, and even by African and other say- 
ages, probably as a result of Asiatic influ- 
ence. We first meet inoculation for small- 
pox among the Chinese. Lockhart gives the 
following quotation from an old Chinese 
manuscript, which was probably written 
early in the eleventh century: “The an- 
cients possessed the knowledge of inocula- 
tion for smallpox. It has come down to us 
from the reign of Chin-tsung, of the Li 
dynasty, and was discovered by a philoso- 
pher. When the disease breaks out sponta- 
neously it is very serious and often fatal, 
but when it is produced by inoculation it is 
usually mild and does not cause more than 
one death in 10,000 cases.” Inj Persia inocu- 
lation is accomplished by scratching the 
forearm and rubbing into the slight wound 
after bleeding has ceased the pulverized 
scurf which falls from a smallpox patient. 
The Ashantee negroes, according to Bow- 
ditch, inoculates in seven places on the arms 
and legs. The Moors practice the same 
method. The Siamese have the peculiar 
custom of blowing the scurf into the nose.
